FACTS 



1 . Patentees received a Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due, 
bearing a mailing date of February 19, 2004(copy attached as Exhibit 1). 

2. Patentees paid the issue fee on May 1 9, 2004 and inadvertently 
included "ELECTROTECHNOLOGIES SELEM INC. QUEBEC, CANADA" as the sole 
assignee and residence on the issue fee transmittal (Form PTOL-85). A copy of the Form 
PTOL-85 is attached as Exhibit 2.
